Commissioners Order Non-Payment 


of Contract Price Due to Alleged_ 


Failures to Follow Plans 


ASKS USE COURT HOUSE ROOM 


Agricultural Committee Wants One 


in Basement for Seed Corn Test- 


ing—Plans to be Drawn 


The county commissioners refused 


to accept the Fred Shelhorn road in 
Anderson township, following an in- 
spection trip to the new road Mon- 
day, 
during the first day's meeting 


of the August session of the board. 


The board . examined 
the 
road 


thoroughly and decided that 
the 


contractors had not 
followed 
the 


plans and specifications on file in 
the. county auditor's office. 


The board's records show 
that 


non-payment of the amount due the 
contractors was ordered. N The road 
is of stone construction and is about 
a mile long. It is a part of the "riv- 
er road" south of Milroy. 


The construction of the .Shelhorn 


road was made possible after a. spe- 
cial vote on the question by the 
voters of Anderson township, due to 
the ftict that the township had ex- 
ceeded its bonded indebtedness limit 
for roads at the time the Shelhorn 
road petition 
-was pending. 
The 


township voted in favor of the road 
at the regular election last Novem- 
ber, 
a special ballot being provided 


for that purpose. 


The commissioners heard the re- 


quest of a county: agricultural com- 
mittee which asked permission 
to 


use the room immediately beneath 
the west entrance to the court house 
for. agricultural ^purposes,1 and 
or- 


dered the county engineer to pre- 
pare plans and specifications 
for 


making the room fit for use. The 
committee also asked for a special 
entrance to the basement room, to 
l>e constructed on the south side of 
Hie court house. 


The committee asTced for the room 


to he used for testing seed corn and 
for "any other furtherance of the 
agricultural .cause." If the improve- 
ment is made, the connty council will 
have to appropriate the money, it is 
said.

Only three two room buildings are 


in use in the connty and these may 
be abandoned by next year, so that

The trustees talked over the insti- 


tute plans for the teachers and it 
may be that a special instructor in 
penmanship will be secured for

course. The book list for the schools 
was 'decided upon and hook stores

Attention Called to New Law Which 


Gives Railroad Officers Polise 


Jurisdiction 


SIX NAMES CERTIFIED HERE 


Six more policemen wei-e''officially 


added to the Rushville force today 
upon orders of Governor Ed Jack- 
son, and as contained in a new law 
enacted 'by the last legislature, ii 
which railroads of the state are giv- 
en power to have police jurisdiction 
within the state. 


It is the first such list obtained 


here by Leonard Barlow, • count> 
clerk, who is required to record tht 
papers that came with each apoint- 
ment. The officers appointed hygov- 
ernpr are for three year .terms, ani 
are designated as policemen paid 
the Nickel Plate railroad. The'names 
were certified here by F. T. Sehorte- 
meier, secretary of state, together 
with the $1,000 bond, and the oath 
of office administered to each'officer. 


The names of the officers are C. E. 


Gerdeman, Tipton county: H. F. Kiir- 
rasch, Marion county; C. D. Wal- 
ters, Deleware county; R. A. Wal- 
ters, Marion county; T. W. Cleve- 
land, Marion county; and Olin Colip 
of Tipton county. Each of the above 
officers, according to the new law, 
are given full police powers to en- 
force not only all state laws, but 
all city ordinances and town ordin- 
ances in the counties in which they 
lave been recorded. 


It is expected that similar lists 


will be available soon from the oth- 
ir three railroads entering Rushville, 
so that the detectives will have rec- 
ognized authority.
